Men to Belicge the Greac and Famous Ciry Habalee : ( in which were-4000 Canons 
and 18090 Men, the Turk; Goyernor, baving retuſcd the Surrendring thereof, 
with an an{wer he would Detend it to the Laſt }) Prince Foſephat, made himſelf 
Maſter thereof inthe ſpace of 14 Hours, and put all the Garriſon to the ' Sword, 
and found therein to0000 Millons in ready Coin,befides more precious Things of 
a double Value: ( all the Merchants of Afie, Perſia and Egypt, having Ghote 
Stor-houſes there. ) After which Victory; the Cities Leobin, two days Journey 
from Habalee and Dama-Gazon, Surrendred themſelves : and the V i&orious Prince 
with his Army proceeded, and Burnt Joon Villages :. which-gave fuch a Dread 
to all Egypt, that GooooO of the Inhabitants Fled tothe Ciry Grand-Cario, Diſtant 
6 Dayes Journey from Corbint : which Prince Foſephat has ſince Belieged, And 
we expcct by the firſt ro have Advice of its being Surrendred or taken. Preſter 
John, hath in the mean time ſent to acquaint the King of Perfiz with his happy + 
ViRtory : ( having ſincethe firſt Siege before Habalee, Deſtroyed 100000 Qtto- - 
mens.) And deſires him alſo to Advance his Arms againſt the Turks : rg which

T A. Frier my Departure from Londoa, I have with a fervent deſire Expedted 
an Anſwer , upon, {o mavy Letters as I baye ſent you by all Op- 
 portunities , but conftdering the” tincerrainty of the Poſt,._reciprocal- 
ly I aſcribe my Unhappineſs thereunto,byt cannot miſs this Opportu- 

nity once more : ( if you will be ro forgive the | reiteration of my 
troubleſome Lines ) to wiſk your Health and Profperity,and acquaint you 
with mince, which Bleſſed be -God continues good , and withal give you a 
briet Account of thoſe Paſſages 1 have hitherto met with in my Voyage, vis, 
After the Domoliſhing of T.-wier, it.which I was no leſs Attive than in hazard 
C which Mr Fawlkner has given you an Aecemar) to haveloſt my Lite, rho 
(caping with a dangerous wound and Bruiſe by -Blowing up of the Caſtle : in 
which mutual Danger two Gentlemen belonging to our Ship,were Kill'd : our 

Ship, with four others were left behind ; with Order to Crue thofe Seas , and 

 Atrraque ſuch Saly men of War, with, wbich we ſhould meet or haveadvice of, 

accordirigly we put to Sea the 4th of Fxne, ſetting torch for Lisbon, rhe place of our 

Rendeyouze, and the ſame Day came in ſight. of a Sail which we gave Chaſe 

putring out French Colours, and coming up to. her within a ue, made her 

our Enemy ; whereupon ſhe turned and. ſteared - her Courſe betore the Wind, 
which in perſuite of her, we did alfo,and the next Day came within Shor of her, 
and then knew her to be the Admiral of Saly : we Eed at her and ſpoiled her 

Top-Gallon Sheets, but ſhe would not anſwer us, bur uſcirig all means to 'cſ{cape 

by the darkneſs of the Night got from us, bur the Sapheir Frigot finding her ar 

Anchor-at the Bar of Sally f where ſhe could not paſs by reaſon of rhe lowneſs of 

Water ) Sunk her,took the Captain and forty Mbvors out of the Water, beſides 

Engliſhflaves : and afterwards forcing the Captain to tell them where ſhe would 

find any more of the Sly he bid her'{tear ZoLeaguey of Saly,where ſhe would find 

a Sally man of War, with a Dutch Prize which he had taken: which the Sapheir do- 

_ ing according to the Captains Words found, Fought,and took them, and brought 

 themro Cadize, and we daily Expe&them here, The Dwztchmans Ship was Iad- 

en with S»gar and Oyl, The Sely Man, had 18 Guns, andthe other 16. Since 
which we had the Chance to meet with the biggeſt Sally men of War on the ni 

of June in the morning, who at firſtcame up towards us, ſuppoſing us to be a 

 Mercham-Man,. but finding to the Gontrary, turned her Courſe, arid by Row- 

ing, ( itbeing Calm-) outrun us, buta freſh Gale of Wind arifing, in the morn- 
ing following, about two a Clock we came up with him, and abpurt Day-lighr 

Fought him for two Hours at a Diſtance, and it proving calm loſt him out 'of 

our fight, and all hopes of raking him : notwithſtanding , which , we fetched 

him up onthe 10th about Mid-night, and for tear-of looſing him, 'catne on; and 

Fred a Broad-ſide to awaken him, he anſwered us in like manner, and bid us 

$trike, promiſing good Quarters ; bur after 7 hours ſharp Fight, 'we maſtered 

him, having only on killed, with the-Baat-Swain- They had"1 50. Moors, and 

.. 28 Engliſh Slaves, 4 French men, and 6 Datch men on Board. There were fifty 

Lille and Wounded. T he Captain 'wasa very Stott Man, but, Died of his 
Wound 1 he was ſo Couragious that we Shot his Main-top and Mifſen-rop Maſts 
and the Main and Fore-Yard away before he would Strike. Andall our Maiſts 
were diſabled, She had 24 Gwns, and ſix Patterreries : and fo ſeryed us for Break- 
faſt, the Morning of the Eleventh of Fine. He confeſſed that 2: or .3 Dayes' be- 
fore hehad taken ; Prizes.and conyeyed them to Salhy. * So being loath totrouble 
you any further, ] ſhall conclude with my hearty Wiſhes ro proſper you and 
Jour Family (to which I deſire myLoye to-be remembred ) ' and remain ill
